One of iny most vulmible letters to Scotlund was an 
introduction to Professor W ilson—llie “ Christopher 
North” of Blackwood, and the well-known poet. 
The 
acknowledgment of the reception of my note came with 
an invitation to breakfast the following morning, at the 
early hour of nine. 
The professor’s family were at a summer residence 
in the country, and he was alone at his house in Glou­ 
cester place, having come to town on the melancholy 
errand of a visit to poor Blackwood— (since dend.) 
I 
was punctual to my hour, and found the poet standing 
before the fire with his coat-skirts expanded—a large, 
muscular man, something slovenly in hU dress, but with 
a manner and face of high good humor, and rem arka­ 
bly frank and prepossessing address. 
While he was 
finding mo a chair, and saying civil things of the nohle 
friend who had been the medium of our acquaintance, 
I was trying to reconcile my idea of him, gathered from 
portraits and description, with the person before me. 
I 
had imagined a thinner and more scholar-like looking 
man, with a much paler face, and a much more polish- 
etl exterior. 
His head is exceedingly ample, his eyes 
blue and restless, bis mouth full of character, and his 
hair, of a very light sandy color, is brushed up to cover 
an incipient baldness, but takes its own way, and has 
the wildness of a highlander’s. 
He has the stump upon 
him of a remarkable man to a degree seldom seen, and 
is, on the whole, fine looking, and certainly a gentleman 
in his appearance ; but, (1 know not whether the im­ 
pression is common,) I expr.>cted in Christopher North 
a finished and rather over-refined man of the world of 
the old school, and I was so fur disappointed. 
I ’he tea was made, and the breakfast smoked upon 
the table, but the professor showed no signs of being 
aware of the fact, and talked away famously, getting 
up and .silting down, walking to the window and stand­ 
ing before the fire, and apparently carried quite away 
with his own too rapid process of thought. 
H e talked 
o f the American poets, praised Percival and Pierpoint 
more particularly ; expressed great pleasure at the criti­ 
cisms of his own works that had appeared in the Amer­ 
ican papers and magazines—and still the toast was get­ 
ting cold, and with every move he seemed less and less 
aware of the presence of breakfast. 
There were plates 
and cu{M for but two, so that he was not waiting for 
another guest, and after half an hour had thus elapsed, I 
began to fear he thought he had already breakfasted.— 
If I had wished to remind of it, however, I should have 
had no opportunity, for the stream of his eloquence 
ran on without a break ; and eloquence it certainly 
was. 
His accent is very broadly Scotch, but his words 
are singularly well chosen, and his illustrations more 
novel and poetical than those of any man I ever con­ 
versed with. 
He spoke of Blackwood, returning to the subject re­ 
peatedly, and always with a softened tone of voice and 
u more impressive inauner, aa if hU feelings were en­ 
tirely engrossed by the circumstances of his illness.— 
*‘Poor Blackwood,” he said, setting his hands togeth­ 
er, and fixing his eyes on the wall, as if he were solilo­ 
quizing with the picture of the sick man vividly before 
him, “ there never was a more honest creature, or a 
better friend. 
I have known him intimately for years, 
and owe him much, and I could lose no friend that 
would afiect me more nearly. 
There is something 
quite awful in the striking down thus of a familiar com­ 
panion by your side— the passing aw ay— the death— 
the end forever of a man you have been accustomed to 
meet as surely as the morning or evening, and have 
grown to consider a part of your existence almost. 
To 
have the sluire he took in your thoughts thrown back 
upon you—and his aid and counsel and company with 
you no more. 
His own mind is in a very singular state. 
H e knows he is to die, and he has made every prepar­ 
ation in the most composed and sensible manner, and 
if the subject is alluded to directly, does not even ex­ 
press a hope of recovery ; yet, the moment the theme 
is changed, he talks as if death were as far from him as 
ever, and looks forward, and mingles himself up in his 
remarks on the future, us if he were to be here to see 
this and the other thing completed, and share with you 
the advantage for years to come. W hat a strange thing 
it is—this balancing between death and life—standing 
on the edge of the grave, and turning, first to look into 
its approaching darkness, and then back on the familiar 
and pleasant world, yet with a certain downward pro­ 
gress, and no hope of life, beyond the day over your 
head !” 
1 asked if Blackwood was a man of refined literary 
taste. 
“ Yes,” ho said, “ I would trust his opinion of a book 
sooner than that of any man 1 know. 
He might not 
publish every thing he approved, for it was his business 
to print only things that would sell ; and, therefore, 
there are perhaps many authors who would complain 
of h im ; but, if his opinion bad been against iny own, 
and it had been my own book, I should believe bo was 
right and give up ruy own judgment. 
H e was a patron 
of literature, and it owes him much. 
He is a loss to 
the world.” 
1 spoke of the “ JVocles.” 
H e smiled, as you would suppose Christopher North 
would do, with the twinkle proper of genuine hilarity 
ill his eye, and said “ yes, they have been very popu­ 
lar. 
Dlany people in Scotland believe them to be tran­ 
scripts of real scenes, and wonder how a professor of 
’ucral philosophy can descend to such carousinga, and 
poor Hogg comes in for his share of abuse, for they 
never doubt he was there and said every thing that is 
put down for him.” 
“ lloiv does the Sliepherd take it ?” 
“ Very good humouredly, with the exception of one 
or two occasions, when cockney scribblers have visited 
him in their tours, and tried to Butter him by convincing 
him he was treated disrespectfully. 
But five minutes’ 
conversation and two words of banter restore his good 
humour, and he is convinced, as he ought to be, that 
ho owes half his reputation to the N odes.” 
“ W hat do you think of liis LifeotSir W alter, which 
Lockhart has so butchered in Frasor ?” 
*^J)id Lockhart write that ?” 
“ 1 was assured so in London.” 
“ It was a barbarous and unjustifiable attack ; and, 
oddly enough, I said so yesterday to Lockhart himself, 
who was here, and he difieredfrom me entirely. 
Now 
you mention it, 1 think from his manner, he m w tt have 
wfittcn it.” 
“ VV'ill Hogg forgive him ?” 
“ Never ! never ! 1 do not think he knows yet who 
has done it, but I hear that he is dreadfully exasperated. 
Lockhart is quite wrong. 
To attack an old man, with 
gray hairs, like the Shepherd, and accuse him so 
flatly and unnecessarily ol lie upon lie—oh, it was not 
rig h t!” 
“ l>o you think Hogg misrepresented facts wilfully ?” 


“ No, oil no ! he is porfiH^lly honest, no doubt, and 
quite revered t^ir VV’u IUt , 
He lias an unlucky inaecuia- 
cy of mind, however ; and Ins own vanity, which is 
something quite ridiculous, has given a coloring to Ins 
conversations with Scott, which put them in a very false 
light ; and Sir W alter, who was the best naturerl of 
men, niay have said the things ascribed to bim in a va­ 
riety ol moods, such as no one can understand who 
does not know what a Inire Hogg must sometimes have 
been at Abboltsford. 
Do you know Lockliart?” 
“ No, I do not. 
He is almost the only literary man 
in Izindon I have not m e t; and I must say, as the edit­ 
or of the (luarierly, and the most unfair and unprinci­ 
pled critic of the day, I have no wish to know him. 
1 
never heard him well spoken of. 
I probably have met 
a hundred of his acquaintances, but I have not seen one 
who pretended to be his friend.” 
“ V et there is a great deal of good in T.ockhart. 
I 
allow all you say of his unfairness and severity ; but if 
he were sitting there, opposite you, you would find him 
the mildest and most unpresuming of men, and so he 
appears in private life always.” 
“ Not always. 
A celebrated foreigner, who had been 
very infiiniite with him, called one morning to depre­ 
cate his severity upon Baron D ’Huussez’s book in a 
forthcoming review. 
He did hia errand in a friendly 
way, and, on taking hia leave, Lockhart, with much 
ceremony, accompanied him down to his carriage.— 
‘Pray don’t give yourself the trouble to come dow n,’ 
said the polite Frenchman. 
‘1 make a point of doing 
it, sir,’ said lAickhart, with a very olfensive manner, 
‘for 1 understand from your friend’s book, that we are 
n«)t considered a polite nation in France.’ 
Nothing cer­ 
tainly can be more ill-bred and insulting. 
“ Still it is not in his nature. 
1 do believe that it is 
merely an unhappy talent he has for sarcasm, with 
which his heart has nothing to do. 
W hen he sits down 
to review a book, he never thinks o f the author or his 
feelings. 
H e cuts it up with pleasure, because he does 
It with skill ill the way of his profession, us a surgeon 
dissects a dead body. 
Ho would be the first to show 
the man a real kindness if he stood before him. 
1 have 
known Lockhart long. 
Ho was in Edinburo’ a great 
while, and whan he was writing ‘Velerius,* we were 
in the habit of walking out together every morning, and 
when we reached a quiet spot in the country, he read 
to me the chapters as he wrote them. 
He finished it in 
three weeks. 
I heard it all thus by piecemeal as it 
went on, and had much difiiculty in persuading him that 
it was worth publishing. 
He wrote it very rapidly and 
thought nothing of it. 
W e .used to sup together with 
Blackwood, and that was the real origin of the Noc- 
tes.’ ” 
“ At Ambrose’s 
“ At .Ambrose’s.” 
“ But is there such a tavern, really ?” 
“ Oh, certainly. 
Any body will show it to you. 
It 
is a small house, kept in an out-of-ihe-way corner of 
the town, by Ambrose, who is an excellent fellow in 
his way, and has had a great influx of custom in conse­ 
quence of his celebrity in the N odes. 
W e were there 
one night very late, and had all been remarkably gay 
and agreeable. 
‘VVhat a pity,’ said Lockliart, ‘that 
some short-hand writer had not been here to take down 
the good things that have been said at this supper.’— 
T he next day he produced a paper called ‘N odes Jlm - 
brosififB,’ and that was llie first. 
I continued them af­ 
terward.” 
“ Have you no luea oi put.r...n;na thnrr. 
> T 
think a volume or two should be made of the more po- 
eiical and critical parts, certainly. 
Leaving out the 
politics and the merely local topics of the day, no book 
could be more agreeable.” 
“ It was one of the things pending when poor Black­ 
wood was taken ill. 
But, will you have some break­ 
fast ?” 
T he breakfast had been cooling for an hour, and 1 
most willingly acceded to this proposition. 
VV'ithout 
rising, he leaned back, with his chair still toward the 
fire, and seizing the tea-pot us if it were a sledge-ham­ 
mer, he pour<^ from one cup to the other without in­ 
terrupting the stream, overrunning both cup and saucer, 
and partly flooding the tea-tray. He then set the cream 
toward me with a carelessness which nearly overset it, 
and in trying to reach an egg from the centre of the ta­ 
ble, broke two. 
He took no notice of his own awk­ 
wardness, but drank his cup of tea at a single draught, 
ate his egg in the same expeditious manner, and went 
on talking of the N odes and Lockhart and Blackwood, 
as if his eating hia breakfast were rather a troublesome 
parenthesis in hia conversation. 
.After a while he di­ 
gressed to W ordsworth and Southey, and asked mo if I 
was going to return by the l.akes. 1 proposed doing so. 
“ I will give yon letters to both, if you haven’t them. 
I lived a long time 
in that neighborhood, and know 
VA'^ordsworth perhaps as well as any one. 
Many a day 
I have walked over the hilla with him, and listened to a 
repetition o f hia own poetry, which of course filled rny 
mind completely at the time, and perhaps started the 
poetical vein in me, though I cannot agree with the 
critics that my poetry is an imitation of W ordsworth’s” 
“ Did Wordsworth repeat any other poetry than his 
own ?” 
“ Never in a single instance, to my knowledge. 
He 
is remarkable for the manner in which he is wrapped up 
in his own poetical life. 
He thinks of nothing else.— 
Everything ministers to it. 
Everything is done with 
reference to it. 
He is all and only a poet.” 
“ W as the story true that was told in the papers of 
his seeing, for the first time, in a large company a new 
novel of Scott’s in which there was a motto taken from 
his works ; and that he went immediately to the shelf 
and took down one of his own volumes and read the 
whole poem to the party, who were wailing for a read­ 
ing of the new book ?” 
“ Perfectly true. 
It happened in this very house.— 
W ordsworth was very angry at the paragraph, and I 
believe, accused me of giving it to the world. 
I was as 
much surprised as himself, however, to see it in print.” 
“ W hat is Southey’s manner of life ?” 
“ W alter Scott said of him that he lived too much 
with women. 
He is secluded in the country, and sur­ 
rounded by a circle of admiring friends who glorify every 
literary project he undertakes, and persuade him, in 
spite of his natural modesty, that he can do nothing 
wrong or imperfectly, 
Hu has great genius and is a 
most estimable m an.” 
“ Hamilton lives on the Lakes too— docs he not ?” 
“ Yes. 
How terribly he was annoyed by the review 
of his book in the North .American. W ho wrote it?” 
“ I have not heard jrositively, but I presume it was 
Everett. 
I know nobody else in the country who holds 
such a pen. 
He is the American Junius.” 
“ It was excessively clever but dreadfully severe, and 
Hamilton was frantic about it. 
1 sent it to him myself, 
and could scarce have done him a more ungracious of­ 
fice. 
But what a strange thing it is that nobody can 
write a good book on .America ! T he ridiculous part of 
it seems to me that men of common sense go there as 
travellers, and fill their books with scenes such as they 
may see every da^ within five minutes walk of their 
own doors, and call them American. 
Vulgar people 
are to be found all over the world, and I will match any 
scene in Hamilton or Mrs Trollope, any da^ or night, 
here in Edinburgh. 
I have always had an idea that I 
I should be tliG best traveller in America myself. 
I have 
been so in the habit of associating with people o f every 


class in uiv own country, that I am lnOler fitted to draw 
the proptii distmolioii-, 1 iliink, belwi'eii u bat is uni­ 
versal over tlie world or peculiar to .Amein a.” 
“ I ran promi.se you a hearty welcome, it ymi s h o u l d 
be inclined to try.” 
“ I buvo thought seriously of It. 
It is niter all, not 
more than a journey to->^witzerland or lt dy, of which 
we think nothing, utid my vacation of tiv« montlis 
would give rne ample time, I suppose, to run through 
the principal cities. 
I shall do it, I think.” 
I asked if he had written a poem of any leiigili with­ 
in the lust few years. 
“ No, though I am always wishing to do it. 
Many 
things interfere with my poetry. 
In the first place I 
am obliged to give a lecture once a day for six montli«, 
and in the summer it is such a delight to be released, 
nud gel away into the country with my girls and boys, 
lliat I never put pen to paper till I am driven. 
'I’ben 
Blackwood is a great care ; and, greater ubjcctiim still, 
1 have been discourageil in various ways by criticism. 
It used to gall me to have my poems culled imitations of 
VV'ordsworth and bis school ; u thing I could not see 
myself, but wliicli was asserted even by those who 
praised me, and which modesty forbade I should disa­ 
vow. 
1 really can see no resemblance between the 
Isle of Palms and anything of W ordsworth’s. 
1 think 
1 have u style of iny own, aud as my am bairn, 1 
think better of it than other people, and so pride pre­ 
vents my writing. 
Until late years, too, I have been 
the subject o f much political abuse, and fur that I should 
not luive cared if it were not disagreeable to have chil­ 
dren and servants reading it in tlio morning {lapers, and 
a fear of giving them another handle in my poetry was 
another inducement for not writing.” 
I expressed my surprise at what he said, for, as fur 
as 1 knew the periodicals, W ilson hud been a singularly 
continued favorite. 
“ Yes, out of this immediate sphere, perhaps~but it 
requires a strong mind to suffer aiinoyanre at one’s 
lips, and comfort oneself with the praise of a distant 
and outer circle of public opinion. 
I bud a family 
growing up, of sons and daughters, who fell fur me 
more than I should have felt lor myself, and I was an­ 
noyed perpetually. 
Now, these very papers [»raise me, 
and 1 really can liarly believe my eyes when I o[Min

cocks ; and, in truth, the only people worth heeding or 
writing for are the quiet readers in the country, who 
read fur pleasure, and form sober opinions apart from 
political or [»ersonal prejudice. 
I would give more for 
the praise of one country clergyman and his family 
than I would for the momentary adtiiiralioii of a whole 
city. 
People in towns require a constant phuiitasmago- 
ria, to keep up even the renienihaiice o f your name. 
W hat books and authors, what battles and heroes, are 
forgotten in a day ?” 
My letter is getting too lorg, and I must make it 
shorter, as it is vastly less agreeable than the visit itself. 
W ilson went on to speak of his family, and his eyes 
kindled with pleasure in talking of his children. 
He 
invited mo to stop and visit him at his place near Sel­ 
kirk, in niy way south, and promised me that I should 
see Hogg, who lived not fur off. 
Such inducement was 
scarce necessary, and I made a half promise to do it 
and left him, after having passed several hours of the 
highest pleasure in his fascinating society.

Yet if, like the Komuna, we acknowledg­ 
ed such a controlling divinity as Fob tun»:, we live in 
the midst of too much political science, to ascribe lus

ries — but as the Roman Lucullus, in his expedition into 
Asia, acquired Ion military knowledge on his march, 
and having left Rome a civilian, came into his province 
a general—so Mr \ an Buren gathered ins knowledge 
os hw way, and made the occasion furnish him for 
every enterprise. 
His talent of calculating political re­ 
sult» from meusures, may be considered a s almost pecu­ 
liar 4o himself, and shows in a striking light Ins knowl­ 
edge not only of parties but of human nature. 
This 
gift of second sight has procured from his political op­ 
ponents the title of the ' ‘magician," an epithet, when 
rightly understood, not only harmless, but rather cred­ 
itable. 
He lias been 'charged by ins adversaries, at 
times, with inconsistency in Ins political course- keep­ 
ing in view our plan in these remarks, not to embark in 
politic! til this hasty sketch— we may, however, ask, 
wlwt statesman, who hus been nctively engaged for the 
Jasf twenty five years in public life, it exempt from this 
charge f 
And even admitting it to he true, in regard to 
gome mcasuros of questionable policy, the friends of 
Mr Van Buren ask no greaier indulgence for him than 
has been granted by the freemen of our happy republic 
to every patriotic public servant—the privilege of cor­ 
recting his errors, when experience has proved them to 
he such. 
It has been further objected that Mr Van

i ircumstance of that moral prudence, which every wise 
min will make the guide of lus life, he has been stig­ 
matised a« a "ntm-eomnitrialatulesman," as one waiting 
to flout on the current of public opinion. 
No reproach 
was ever more unjust, or more abusively applied. 
A 
more independent man in his political opinions exists 
not in this country. 
Few, very few, ever have hoior- 
ed our hitherto successful republic with their counsels 
and services, who stood in less need of the aid ol others, 
or the urtificiul support of popular adplause, to sustain 
either theirmeasures or their fame. 
As a man,* often 
brought in potitioui conflicts, in unpleasant collision with 
some of the most amiable, nble, and patriotic men in the 
nation, no one— the assertion is made without any fear 
ol contradiction—has ever, amidst high provocation, 
manifested greater magmnimity of temper, or urbanity 
of deportment.
